Washington, May 12.—(Special.)\—Sena- 
tors Harris, Vest, Walthall, Platt ar@ 
Jones, of Nevada, have been appointed the 
special committee to investigate the bond 
issues under the resolution passed by the 
senate last week. The character of the 
men is such as to warrant a full investiga- 
ion into all the details, but it is not be- 
lieved that the investigation will lead to 
anything the public does not already know.

Must Be Saved, at Any Cost. 

The cabinet today discussed the case of 
he Competitor prisoners, under sentence 
of death in Cuba, and it was agreed that 
whatever be the cost the American citizens 
should be saved from execution. Mr. Cleve- 
land and Mr. Olney believed that the Span- 
ish government woula commute the sen- 
tence passed upon these prisoners by the 
courtmartial, but they agreed that if di- 
plomacy failed, the government would inter- 
fere forcibly.

JUNE 8TH NEXT. 
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The Republican Senatorial Steering

Washington, May 12.—Instructions were 
sent by telegraph today to the several 
collectors of custems along the Atlantic 
Seacoast to look out for the steamer Lau- 
rada, supposed to be engaged in a filibus- 
tering expedition to Cuba, and if she is 
found to be violating the neutrality laws 
to seize her.

The majori- 
ty of republicans will not support the 
scheme to load the measure down with 
general tariff amendments. On the other 
hand Messrs. Platt, Chandler and Lodge 
assert that they wiil keep .up the fight 
against repeal and believe they wi.l be 
able to defeat ‘t. 

Immigration, bankruptcy, refunding of 
the Pacific bonds, and several other meas- 
ures are being championed by various 
senators, but it is not thought that any 
of these will be taken up, unless it be for 
the purpose of making speeches while ap- 
propriation bills are in conference. Owing 
to the delay in passing the river and hnar- 
bor bill the adjournment of the session by 
mutual consent appears to have been ad- 
vanced a week, and the leaders now say 
that the end will hardly come before the 
Sth of June. None among the leaders is 
inclined to believe the session will last 
longer than that.

Silver Sentiment Is Strong in Ohio. 
Administration Fighting for Gold. 
Cincinnati, O., May 11.—Advices from 

different parts of the state show conclu- 

sively that the overwhelming sentiment 


of the democrats of the state is in favor’ 


of the restoration of silver. .It begins cio 
look as if Senator Brice will not only have 
the hardest fight of his life in his efforts 
to stem the tidc, but that he will be over- 
whelmed by it. 

A canvass of the eighth district. whici 
includes Delaware, Hancock, Hardin, Lo- 
gan. Champaign and Union, shows that 
every county in the district will send sil- 
ver delegates to the state convention, and 
they will be men who go prepared to fight 
for principle. The counties composing this 
district are agricultural and the farmers 
are for silver almost to a man, A telegram 
from Kenton shows the situation. It says: 

“it is recognized that Mr. Nathan Ahle- 
feld, of this city, is the referee who de- 
cided the federal appointments im this 
county. For time immemorial he has been 
the leader of his party here and has been 
honored with naminations and position 
within its gift as a reward for his un- 
flinching devotion. He is regarded as one 
of the wealthiest men in this agricultural 
community and its foremost financier. For 
years he has been the representative of 
eastern capitalists and has in his time loan- 
ed millions of dollars to the farmers of 
this and adjoining counties. No one is bet- 
ter qualified to speak of the condition 
and circumstances of the farming classes 
than he. He had this to say ox the situa- 
tion: 

“First of all, I am a silver man from 
the crown of my head to the sole of my 
feet. I believe that it is the only hope of 
the country and is the relief that must soon 
be afforded to the suffering farmers of the 
country. Their plight is a bad one, I can 
assure you. Why, it was only the other 
day that I was forced to bid in a fine 
farm which had been put up at the court- 
house for sale in order to wipe out an ob- 
ligation due to the people whom I repre- 
sent. I thought that there would be no 
question of realizing the amount due us, 
as the farm was appraised as being worth 
four times the sum of the incumbrance. 
Yet 1 was the only man that made a bid, 
and I did it in order to protect my claim. I 
am personally acquainted with almost 
every democratic farmer in Hardin county, 
and I say to you that 95 per cent of them 
are silver men. A gold supporter is a rare 
bird in this county.’

WAS SHOT DOWN 


IN THE STREET 


Bloody Tragedy in Columbus Yesterday 
Afternoon. 


DR. BLACKWELL WAS KILLED 


By Walter Wrigh«, Who Says He Did 
the Shcoting 


BECAUSE THE DOCTOR INSOLTED HIS SISTER 


Several Eye-Witnesses of the Tragedy. 
Surrender of the Slayer—What He 
Has To Say of the Affair. 


Columbus, Ga., Miay 12.—(Special.)—At 
1:35 o’clock this afternoon five pistol shots 
rang out in quick succession, disturbing 
the slumberous quiet of the vicinity of 
the corner of Seventeenth street and First 
avenue, and startled pedestrians, running 
to the scene, discovered that an awful trag- 
edy had been enacted. 

Lying hepless on the ground on‘the cor- 
ner of the street, his breath coming in 
gasps, and with the death stare in his eyes, 
was J. T. Blackwell, a well-known patent 
medicine vender of the city. 

He had been mortally wounded by Wal- 
ter Wright, a young man of twenty-one 
years, who stood near by with the smok- 
ing pistol which had ended a human life 
in his hand. 

Wright had killed the man whom he 
claims had insulted his younger sister, 
Miss Mattie Wright, a young lady of about 
sixteen years of age. 

After fatally wounding ‘Dr. Blackwell 
Wright turned and coolly walked away. 
He had gone but a few yards when he met 
a policeman, to whom he voluntarily sur- 
rendered, stating that he had killed the 
man who had insulted his sister. 

Wright was hurried to police headquar- 
ters and is now in jail. He may be given 
a preliminary trial tomorrow, but as the 
grand jury of Muscogee county is«in ses- 
sion the case may be carried straight be- 
fore it, without any previous investiga- 


forcements arriving, the whites returned, 
but Trice and his boy had fled.

EIS GUN EXPLODED.

Crispin and his eldest son, a lad about 
eleven years of age, were tending a trot 
line in Mill creek, near by, last night. 

This morning just after they had ‘‘run”’ 
their line they heard a terrific screaming, 
which from all indications must have been 
a catamount, numbers of which infest 
lower Lookout mountain. They started 
for the noise. The old man saw the an- 
imal, raised his gun and fired. The gun 
exploded, frightfully mutilating Crispin, 
killing him almost instantly, and a piece 
of the flying missile putting out the eye 
of the boy. Crispin was a farmer and 
quite a fishermran as well as a huntsman.

Four Balls Took Effect. 
PLEADS FOR J ACKSON’S LIFE. 


Blackwell lived but a few minutes 
after being shot. He sank to the ground, 
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an expense of $3,000,000, 
mised late this afternoon as the river and 
havbor bill finally passed the senate. 

The compromise came from Senator Frye, 
who has made the fight for Santa Monica, 
while the California senators: fought for 
San Pedro.

May Be Vetoed. 

The bill now goes to conference, where 
it will be*fought over in committee room 
for days and perhaps weeks. Finally, when 
the conference committee makes the report 
there may be much opposition in the house, 
as the senate has enormously increased 
the amount appropriated by the bill. After 
that the the president will have to deal 
with it.

Te Rinaker-Downing “Election Case 
Called Up and Considered. 

Washington, May 12.—An hour and a half 
was occupied after the opening of today’s 
session in disposing of a motion by Mr. 
Perkins, of lowa, chairman of the commit- 
tee on printing, to exclude from the per- 
manent record certain matters inserted by 
Mr- Wheeler, of Alabama, for which it was 
asserted by Mr.’ Perkins he had received no 
permission. Mr. Wheeler contended that he 
had a right to insert the matter complained 
of, but the house voted otherwise and by 
a vote of 144 to 74 the matter was ordered to 
be excluded. 

Mr. Cooke, of Illinois, called up the con- 
tested election case of Rinaker vs. Down- 
ing, from the sixteenth district of Illinois. 
The majority report finds that Rinaker, 
republican, was elected and that Downing, 
democrat, was not elected. 

Before the debate began Mr. Evans, of 
Kentucky, gave notice that when the case 
was disposed of he would ask the house to 
consider the bill reported from the com- 
mittee on ways and means to repeal what 
is known as the ‘‘free alcohol law.”’ 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, endeavored 
to secure recognition to move adjournment 
so that members might attend the unveil- 
ing of the Hancock statue, claiming that it 
was a privileged motion and could be made 
at any time. The speaker ruled, however, 
that a gentleman could not be taken off 
the floor even by a privileged motion. 

The basis of the election committee's 
recommendation was error made by election 
Officers with no charge of fraud or ballot 
box stuffiing in the case. The returns of the 
Vote as finally canvassed gave Mr. Down- 
ing a plurality of forty-nine. The commit- 
tee thinks that Mr. Rinaker was entitled to 
the certificate and the seat, having figured 
out that his plurality was thirty.

Raleigh, N. C., May 12.—(Special.)—To- 
night there is deepened interest in tomor- 
row’s meeting of the republican state exec- 
utive committee.

Olution will be adopted unless we intend to 
go into the populist party. Whenever we 
do this, of course, Mott knows he has us 
in his hands. I can’t tell whether the free 
coinage or sound money men will be in 
the majority in the convention. I think we 
will wait until after the national conven- 
tion before we make any declaration on 
finances. The convention doesn’t propose 
to be dragged around.”’ 

George 4 French, Russell's chief-of- 
staff says: “We are willing to let the 
national party settle financial questions. We 
expect to pave the way for fusion with the 
populists. We are entirely willing to fuse 
Or to go it alone.

At 
the corner of Seventeenth street, the two 
stopped and engaged in conversation, 
though neither appeared excited and when, 
therefore, Wright suddenly jerked out his 
a 4l-caliber Colt, and deliberately 
shot Blackwell five times, the horrified 
witnesses were astounded.

The Prisoner’s Story. 

Wright was seen at the county jail late 
this afternoon by your correspondent and 
gave out the following statement: 

Last Saturday night as his sister, Miss 
Riattie Wright, was returning home from 
Pekor’s crockery store, where she is em- 
ployed, she was insulted by Dr. Black- 
well, who detained her with an improper 
proposition to her, even going so far as to 
blockade her way for some time. He, 
Wright, did not learn of the incident until 
today at dinner, he’ said, when, armed 
with a pistol, he went in search of Black- 
well, finding him on First avenue. He 
overtook Plackwell, walked ahead of him 
a short distance and at Seventeenth street 
stopped, waiting until he came up, when 
he broached the matter to him. Blackwell 
grew very angry, denying that he had 
committed the insult—though Wright says 
that he can prove by witnesses that he did 
—and instead of apologizing showed a dis- 
position to fight, cursing him, Wright, 
out, “then we had more trouble,” Wright 
said and the matter finally ended by his 
shooting Blackwell five times to avenge 
the insult offered his sister.

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RIVERS A SUICIDE. | 


Body of an Unfortugate Young Man 
Found on Collins Street. 


HAD BEEN DRINKING HEAVILY 


Was Employea at the Aragon as As- 
sistant Steward—Strange Scene 
at His Death. 


The body of Will A. Rivers, a young 
white man recently employed by the Afa- 
gon hotel, was found at the restaurant of 
W. M. Anderson, No. 7. 
early this morning. 

The dead man is apparently about twen- 
ty-five years old, and had been, according 
to those with whom he had been associating 
during the day, decidedly under the influ- 


ence of liquor. . 
Mr. Anderson, proprietor of the restau- 
rant where the body was found, says the 
dead man first became known to him on 
last Thursday, when he came into his place 
under the influence of drink. He _ intro- 
duced himseif to the proprietor of the res- 
Yaurant and asked him to take a drink 
of coco-cola with him. The drink was 
taken, and some conversation followed. 

The man left the restaurant, but returned 
later and called at intervals until last night. 

The restaurant keeper says Rivers came 
fm last night at 7 o'clock and laid dowft on 
@ trunk in the rear of the restaurant. He 
arose in a few minutes and left the restau- 
rant, returning about 9 o'clock very drunk, 
when he laid down again. 

It was noticed that after he laid down 
he went into a heavy sleep. He perspired 
very heavily. 

About 12:30 o’clock Harry Henry, a friend 
of the cook at Anderson's restaurant, came 

He examined more closely and saw the 
man was dead, and told Anderson, who 
immediately notified the officers. 

The coroner was notified and instructed 
that the remains be conveyed to Patter- 
sonfs undertaking establishment. wire 
an inquest will be held this morning. 

Anderson says that he has during the 
past few days frequently credited Rivers 
and was always paid according to promise. 
The dead man drank a great deal of coca- 
cola and spent money for other things. 
He seemed to have plenty of money, or 
to be able always to borrow it. 

When found fast night the dead man had 
@ pass book with an account in favor of 
Mrs. Rivers with the Atlanta Trust and 
Banking Company with an apparent bal- 
ance of about $400 in Mrs. Rivers’s favor. 

An order on an Aragon hotel blank was 
also found and read as follows: 

“Pay to W. A. Rivers $15 on salary.”’ 

The order was also signed "W. A. Riv- 
ers.”’ 

It is said that while 
past few days the dead man 
intinmrated that he had had domestic trou- 
bles, the nature of which, however, he 
failed to state. Rivers was assistant 
steward at the Aragon hotel.

His Many Friends Will Regret To Learn 
of His Severe Sickness, 


RELATIVES TELEGRAPHED FOR 


The Distinguished Officer Dangerous- 
ly Ill at Fort McPherson—Hope 
of His Recovery. 


Lieutenant Colonel William L. Kellogg, of 
the Fifth infantry, is seriously ill. Colonel 
Kellogg was taken sich last week and has 
been growing worse. On yesterday his 
brother and his son, both in the north, were 
summoned to his bedside by wire. Colonel 
Kellogg is very ill, but his friends hope 
that he may yet be restored to health. 

Since his removal to Atlanta he has made 
many friends in the city, and the 
from his bedside will be watched with 


great interest. 

Lieutenant Colonel Kellogg has to his 
credit on the books of the war department 
a splendid record. He was promoted to his 
present rank in July, 1890. He received his 
first promotion at the battle of Chancellors- 
ville, on the famous 3d of May, 1868, that 
day memorable to all southerners because 
it was the occasion when Stonewall Jack- 
son turned the federal left wing and 
achieved the greatest strategic victory ever 
fought on American soil. On this occasion 
Colonel Kellogg was promoted to the rank 
of first lieutenant on account of ‘gallant 
and meritorious services.” 

On the 2d of July of the same year he 
was promoted to the rank of captain, and 
on the 18th of March, 1865, he was made 
major on account of. his distinguished 
bravery at the battle of Gettysburg. 

Colonel Kellogg is an Ohioan by birth, 
having been born jn that state in 1841. He 
was in active ®ervice from the beginning of 
the civil war and was engaged at the siege 
of Yorktown, and the seven days’ fight 
around Richmond, in which he was wound- 
ed, at the second Bull Run, at Sharpsburg, 
Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, and Get- 
tysburge. During the latter part of the war 
he was in the recruiting service, where he 
served with marked success. 

After the close of the civil war he con- 
tinued in the regular service and was sta- 
tioned at different army posits in all parts 
of the union. 

In 1899 he was made lieutenant colonel 
and in the fall of 1894 came to Atlanta as 
colonel of the Fifth infantry, stationed at 
Fort McPherson, where he has since re- 
mained. 

Colonel Kellogg stands high on the army 
roster as a distinguished soldier. He is a 
man wh has friends all through the army 
and is universaliy popular among those 
whom he has met since he has been station- 
ed in Atlanta. Although he is very danger- 
ously sick, it is hoped that he may yet be 
restored to health. 


RAIN IS NEEDED. 


GEORGIA CROPS DOING WELL, 
CON. IDERING THE DROUGHT. 


- 


Fruit Reported To Be Falling Off the 
Trees in Several Lo- 
—calities. 


In spite of the scarcity of rain throughs 
out the state the crops are still in fine con- 
dition. Fears that the dry weather wus do- 
ing serious damage were entertained, but 
so far the crops are generally in yood con- 
dition. 

The dry weather has afforded the planter 
ample opportunity to work the crops and 
this has been done generally throughout the 
state. 

The drought, of course, causes slow 
growth in cotton, but it is doing eell. The 
corn crop gives promise of being unusually 
fiue. but the gardens are suffering. The 
fruit is probably getting the worst of it, 
and peaches are falling off ihe trees {In 
many localities. It is feared they will not 
be as pientiful as was expec.:cd. 

The following bulletin was issued 
Forecast Official Hunt yesterday: 

‘The week just closed has been marked by 
very high temperature, especially during 
the last four days. Showers have occurred 
in some localities, while in adjoining neigh- 
borhoods there has been no rain. Reports 
are consequently somewhat contradictory. 
Taking everything into consideration, how- 
ever, the weather has been much more fa- 
vorable than we supposed up to the time 
of receiving the Weekly reports from all 
sections of the state. Cotton is a good 
stand, but growing slowly. Farmers are 
busy cultivating it, the dry weather afford- 
ing an excellent opportunity for ridding 
the tieids of grass and weeds, which, ac- 
cording to last week's reports, bid fair to 
eet a dangerous start. The corn crop is do- 
ing finely’ and is generally very promising 
throughout the state. Minor crops, fruits 
and vegetables huve suffered no injury, and 
give every indication of turning out well. 

North Section. 

“Although the past week was excessively 
hot and,the ruinfall unevenly distributed, 
crops have continued in good condition, but 
with rather slow growth, except in those 
localities favored by rain. ‘The dry weather 
has given the farmer amy'e opportunity for 
working his crops. Cotton is well advanc- 
ed in its growth and chopping is in pro- 
gress. Corn is very fine, and gives promise 
of a good yield. Gats, wheat and rve, while 
in need of rain, are still in many localities 
unusually fine crops. Grapes are in healthy 
condition and, with tavorable c%nditions 
from now eon, Will be an abundant crop. 
Vegetables, as a rule, are growing nicely, 
but in many localities are very tmuch in 
need of rain. The crop correspondent for 
Eastanollee, Franklin county, reports a se- 
vere and destructive hail storm in that lo- 
cality cn the 2d, which necessitated the re- 
planting of cotton in some fields wh>-re the 
effects of the storm were most scvere. 


Central Section. 


*‘Reports received from the crop reporters 
of the central counties of the state vary 
considerably, but the conseusus of cpinion 
seems to be that.the prospects are encour- 
aging. In most sections the past week has 
been all that the farmer could Cesire, while 
in a few unfavored localities, where no rain 
has fallen, the outlook is not so bright. The 
showers during the first part of the wrek 
were partial and scattered, wut the counties 
visited by them were very much benefite1. 
Cotton and oats received the most h--nefit 
and all cotton is now up to very good 
stands; it has pushed throurh the errth 
rapidly, and is being chopped out and sided 
up. Oats in most sections need mvore rain. 
Corn promises well, and ‘s Joinz nicely. 
The stands look ragged on account of re- 
plant. Some upland corn is heing plowed 
the second time. Gardens and- minor crops 
are looking well advanced, especially rib- 
bon -cane, the warm spring hering brought 
up perfect stands of the latter. ‘The fruit 
crop is still promising, although peaches 
are guirrmainzg and dropping off. and some 
few report that pears have the blight. 


Southern Section. 


“There has heen, some improvement 
crops over this section, although rain {s 
badly needed#in some seriions. Cotton is 
rather late for the season, chopping is pro- 
gressing finely and a very ood stand is re- 
ported. Some complaint of cut worms, 
Corn is in excellent condition, rrowingz ahd 
clean, and being plowed thie second Yime.

TEXTILE MEN TODAY. 
Many Southern Manufacturers 
Meet fo: Practical Work. 

Some of the leading textile manufacturers 
cf the south came in yesterday afternoon 
and last night to attend today’s convention. 
When they all get together at the Arazon 
there will be a large body of business men, 
as they will represent millions of dollars in 
factories and annual output. 

As has been explained before in The Con- 
stituticn, this convention is in the naiure of 
an experiment. In the first place it is to 
bring the manufacturers of cotton and 
woolen goods together and then if they 
thin.kK proper they can work for something 
of practical benefit to their business. At 
the present time the cotton goods trade is 
very dull and the manufacturers are not 
making any moncy, Most of them ure prob- 
ably losing it. This is partly the result of 
buying raw material at a high market, and 
is partly. due to a surplus of manufactured 
goods. This country imported from Euiope 
last year $23,000,000 worth of cotton goods. 
No doubt a great part of these importa- 
tions was made from American cotton. 
One of the problems for the American man- 
ufacturer to consider is how to meet the 
competition of the European manufacturer 
who pays freight on the raw cotton from 
the south to his mill in England, Germany 
Switzerland, Italy, Russia or France, and 
then manufactures the cotton and sends 
the article back to this country and sells it. 

Ergland has the cotton trade of the 
world. She is selling twenty times as 
much of textile goods to». Africa. Asia and 
South America as the United States sells, 
and: England is using American cotton for 
the raw material. Some interesting speeches 
Will be made today and tonight at the din- 
ner.

Let my right 
arm fall from my body “efore we be guilty 
of making apologies for whisky sellers and 
drinkers,” 

The applause was uproarious, cheering,

“Order,”’ etc., but all appeared to be good- 
humored and agreeable. There igs really 
no intemperance or anti-prohibition sentj- 
ment here, but some are averse to the con- 
vention taking action that appears to dic. 
tate to the local churches concerning the 
status of its membership. 

Upon a call for the previous question 
which, of course, cuts off all debate and 
amendments, and brings on the vote on 
the original motion and proposition, Dr.

IN TWO WRECKS. 


Peculiar Accidents to a Georgia Rail- 
road Train.

CARS SMASHED-NO LIVES LOST 


First Train Eroke in ‘Two—Ttien in 
Keeping Out of the Way the First 
Section Jumped the Track. 


Warrenton, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)—The 
Georgia railroad presents a fearful spec- 
tacle near Warrenton tonight. East bound 
train No. 24 happened to a most serious 
accident near the corporate limits of 
this city. The train, consisting of six 
freight boxes and three passenger coaches, 
Was running at the rate of about thirty 
miles an hour when, without warning, the 
center fre'ght box, loaded with stone, 
leaped the track, uncoupling itself from 
those in the rear.

Penetrat- 
ing Mr. Cleveland's platitudinous but

Secretary Smith has 
been for a long time upon a stumping 
tour in Georgia. Secretary Morton is 
organizing the office holders to oppose 
democratic principles in the far west, 
omptrolier Eckels is  hobnobbing 
with the bankers and federal  offi- 
_. tials in Chicago trving to devise 
Ways and means to control the 
democratic party of Cook county. The 
democratic newspapers of Michigan 
declare that with one exception the post- 
master of every prominent city in that 
state was on the floor of the recent 
state convention, and all in favor of the 
gold standard. 

Let the honest democratic voters of 
the county bear in mind that the combi- 
nation against them is the most formid- 
able one ever known in history. It is 
composed of the money lenders, of the 
gold speculators and bullion dealers and 
of all the elements which a lavish use 
This combina- 
tion has drawn to its support the presi- 
dent and every member of his cabinet, 
every office holder, great or small, who 
is willing to sacrifice his convictions for 
position, and every newspaper in the 
land that can be directly or indirectly 
influenced. 

This combination. as we have said. is 
formidable, but it will win only in the 
event that the honest voters of the coun- 
try permit it to win.

Everything Depends on Spain. 

Does Spain intend to permit the execu- 
tion of the two Americans who were re- 
cently condemned to death in Cuba on 
the charge of piracy, without the inter- 
vention of # fair trial’ 

If this outrage upon the treaty of 1877 
is tolerated by the Spanish government 
at Madrid the friendly relations between 
the two countries will be at an end and 
the acquiescence of Spain in such .a 
measure of violence will be construed 
as an insult to the American flag. 

Under the provisions of the treaty of 
1877 it is stipulated that American citi- 
gens shall not be tried by court martial 
unless captured with arms in their 
hands. 

Regardless of this provision, however, 
these prisoners have been condemned 
to death in a most arbitrary manner and 
nothing remains but to secure the sanc- 
tion of the Spanish government. This 
may possibly be refused and, in that 
event, either another trial will be or- 
dered or, if Spain so directs, the prison- 
ers will be released. Should Spain, 
however, permit the enforcement of the 


sentence as it now stands, these prison- 


ers will be shot to death like common 
traitors who have forfeited the right of 
decent execution. 

The charge preferred against the pris- 
oners is one which is not sustained by 
the facts and one which the Spanish 
authorities would find ,jt difficult to 
prove. Piracy is defined’ in the law of 
nations as a crime committed on the 
high seas. <A pirate is nothing more 
nor less than a robber and his sole ob- 
ject is plunder. Such a charge, therefore, 
against these men who were captured 
on board the Competitor amounts to 
persecution and shows a disposition on 
the part of the Spanish authorities in 
Cuba to resent the attitude which the 
American people have assumed toward 
the revolution on- that island. 

Information has been received from 
Washington to the effect that a ‘most 
emphatic protest. has been sent across 
the wire. This may possibly bring 
Spain to her senses and result in the re- 
lease of the Amefican prisoners. 

The New York Herald in discussing 
the situation is reminded of a breach be- 
tween the Spanish government and the 
United States which happened about 
twenty-three vears ago. At that time 
Secretary Fish, acting under the direc- 
tion of President Grant, cabled the fol- 
lowing dispatch to Minister Sickles at 
Madrid: , ‘ee 

If satisfactory reparation is not made 
Within twelve days from this date you will, 
at the expiration of that time, close your 
legation and, together with your secretary, 
leave Madrid bringing with you the ar- 
chives of the legation, 7 

This vigorous policy, which aceom- 
plished the result intended, should be 
exercised at this time. Spain is not too 
fond of the Americans and if she felt 
that she could insujt the flag of the 
United States with impunity she would 
do so without a moment's hesitation. 
What is needed, therefore, at this time 
is not a temporizing policy but one that 
is prompt, vigorous and decisive. As 
soon as Spain is convinced of the fact 
that the United States means business 
she will be ready to accede to any de- 
mand that is made upon her. 

So far as a war between the two coun- 
tries is concerned that apprehension 
may be dismissed. Spain is in no con- 
dition to fight. Her treasury is exhaust- 
ed, the martial spirit of her people is 
completely broken and besides her days 
are numbered. For the last two hun- 
dred years her career has been one of 
decline and, if she continues to exer- 
cise her present despotic policy, the re- 
sult of this downward tendency will be 
her final obliteration. 
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Civilization and Suicide. 

Is self-murder a crime peculiar to civ- 
ilization ? 

The St. Louis Republic, in a recent ed- 
itorial, takes the affirmative side of this 
question and argues at some length that 
suicide was comparatively unknown. 
among the primitive nations of the 
earth. | 

This somewhat peculiar train of 
thought was suggested by the death of a 
young Cherokee Indian, which occurred 
a few days ago, in the Indian territory. 
The dispatch which conveyed the mes- 
sage announced the fact that this was 
the second Cherokee Indian who had 
committed suicide in the history of 
the tribe. 

Leaving out the nations of the orient. 
whose religious creed tolerates if it does 
not implant the doctrine of self-destruc- 
tion, The St. Louis Republic argues that 
the greatest number of suicides have 
been furnished by those nations which 
have attained the highest degree of 
culture and which represent the flower 
of the world’s civilization. 

If this statement is correct, as ap- 
pears from the evidence brought for- 
ward by The St. Louis Republic, the 
revelation is one that will not be alto- 
gether relished. 

In citing its authority The St. Louis 
paper uses the following language: 

No specially prepared table of statistics 
is necessary to support the assertion that 
Germany is the most intellectually indus- 
trious of the European countries. Thinking 
men often refer to it as “the home of 
higher philosophy and the hot-hed of 
sciences,’’ yet it annually has more sui- 
cides per thousand inhabitants than any 
other country outside of the orient. 

‘France, England, Italy, Hungary and Rus- 
Sia come next in the order named. 
Spain and Portugal, the only countries 
in Europe where civilization can be said 
to be retrograding, or at a standstill at 


the best, show the lowest per cent of self- 
murders. 


Years ago Solomon observed that he 
who increased in knowledge increased 
likewise in sorrow. “This may possibly 
furnish the key to the problem. As the 
mind is developed the capacity for suf- 
fering is correspondingly enlarged and 
the intellect becomes more and more 


the victim of our reflections. In the 
cares which are incident to civilization 
there is likewise some explanation of 
the prevalence of this destructive mania. 

Though it may be gratifying to our na- 
tional pride to account for the yearly 
numberof suicides on the principle that 
intelligence begets self-slaughter and 
that epidemics of suicide indicate. a 
healthy tone of civilization, it is, nevgr- 
theless, a matter of profound sorrow 
that So many are driven by the stress 
of circumstances to such extremes of 
desperation. It is also to be hoped that 
if civilization has produced this mania 
that eivilization will likewise suggest a 
remedy. 

The Boy Smoker. 

One of the most pernicious evils of the 
present generation is the habit of ciga- 
rette smoking by boys. 

Small urchins regard it as a manly ex- 
ercise to revel in this offensive habit 
and nothing is more cemmon at the 
present day than to see a boy in knee 
breeches completely enveloped in = a 
cloud of smoke which has issued from 
his own lips. Boys who are barely old 
enough to leave the nursery and who 
have never seen the inside of a text- 
book often acquire this habit. 

In the fascination which cigarette 
smoking has for the young lies the se- 
cret of its most destructive power. 

Last week a2 young man only nineteen 
vears of age died in the city of New 
York, the victim of excessive cigarette 
smoking. It was ascertained that for 
several years he had averaged as many 
as a hundred cigarettes a day. He be- 
gan by smoking only two or three a 
week, but moderation vielded to 
excess and the habit grew until it 
reached a fatal termination. Aside from 
thls fault there was nothing to mar the 
character of the young man, whe stood 
well‘in society and was an active mem- 
ber of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation. 

There is a salutary lesson in this story 
of a blighted life and one which should 
be impressed upon the youth of the 
land. If grown up men desire to smoke 
it is well enough. There should be no 
restriction imposed upon that privilege. 
But something should be done to check 
this growing evil among the boys of 
America,

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Will The World Answer? 

The New York World rushes to the 
discussion of prices with its eyes shut 
anfl its hands above its head. After in- 
cluding corn among “world commodi- 
ties the price of which is fixed by world- 
wide conditions of supply and demand 
and not by the conditions of any one 
country,” it proceeds to “prove” it, and 
here is the “proof:” 

About a year ago cotton was worth a 
trifle over 5cents a pound. Now it is worth 
8% cents. Wheat was worth 50 cents or 
less. It is naw worth about 70 cents. 
There has been no currency legislation of 
any kind in the interim. : 

Our readers: will remember that not 
80 very long ago the gold papers, includ- 
ing The World, were declaring by all 
the figures they could summon to their 
aid—and these were few indeed and all 
misleading—that the low prices of cotton 
and wheat were due to overproduction, 
The wheat and cotton growers, they 
said, had produced more than the world 
wanted, and, therefore, prices were ab- 
normally low. They made this state- 
ment in the face of the fact that Mr. 
Ellison, the recognized authority, said 
that the large cotton crop of 1894-5 was 
not larger than the world’s capacity for 
consuming it. They made the statement 
in the face of the fact that the wheat 
crop, When that commodity was selling 
for 50 cents in Chicago, was 144,577,000 
bushels smaller than it was in 1891 
When it was selling on the farm for S4 
cents a bushel. We take our figures 
from the reports of the United States 
department of agriculture. What “world- 
wide conditions” ‘were in operation then 
that are not in operation now ? 

With respect to cotton, how is it that 
the crop of 1890, which was 4,316.043.- 
§S2 pounds, sold for 10 cents a pound, 
While the crop of 1894, which was only 
20,695,018 larger, sold for 44% cents? 
We leave The World to explain these 
discrepancies at its leisure, while we 
proceed to other facts that are just as 
interesting. 

For the sake of convenience we shall 
place The World on the witness stand. 
though it is under no compulsion to an- 
Swer. Cotton is now quoted at 84 cents 
a pound in New York. Prices have re- 
cently risen nearly 2 cents a pound. But 
for how much was the bulk of the crop 
sold? How much did the farmers them- 
selves receive for it? Would it be an 
exaggeration to say that they received 
as much as 614 cents for it on the farm? 
We fear so, but we allow the figures to 
stand at that point. Will The World tell 
us why they received no more than that? 
As its hesitation is extreme, we under- 
take to answer, In 1894-95, when the 
bulk of the erop had passed out of the 
hands of the farmers, prices rose from 
4% cents on the farm to 614 in the mar- 
ket. In 1895-06, with a very short crop, 
prices rose from 6% on the farm to 8% 
on the New York market. 

Why? It is all very clear. As soon as 
the bulk of the crop gets out of the 
hands of the farmers, speculators and 
“operators” take hold of it and begin to 
“realize.”” When the crop is once out of 
the hands of the farmers the rest is easy. 
Six men in New York citv ean control 
prices in that market at will. 

Those who object to this sort of thing 
may do so. but neither objection nor 
criticism can change the facts. The 
people understand the situation a great 
deal better than the editar of The World 
seems fo. 

Arguments,~facts, figures, history and 
experience are all against the single 
gold standard. 
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The Spaniards are trving to find out 
whether they can extend their campaign 
of butchery to American citizens.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Over the body of a little gypsy girl a 
weird ceremony was performed @ few 
days ago at Fort George, overlooking the 
Harlem river, in New York state. Accord- 
ing to the regulations governing the syP- 
sy camp the body was laid out upon @ little 
bier in a tent at one end of the settlement. 
A log fire was kindled in front of the tent 
around which the swarthy members of the 
tribe sat all day and night watching the 
body. From The New York Herald the 
following graphic story of this peculiar 
ritual is extracted: 

“A plain white table cloth, with a hole 
cut in the upper end to allow a view of 
the face of the dead infant, was stretched 
across the bier, and on a table at its head 
was a bouquet of wild flowers and lilacs, 
which suffused the little tent with fra- 
grance. Beside the bier were several small 
candles. 

“The gypsies talked in subdued tones and 
all business was suspended until after the 
funeral. They live by making and selling 
wicker baskets and telling fortunes, It was 
the first death the tribe has sustained and 
the members were a little perplexed as to 
how to proceed to bury it. Their queen ad- 
vised the father to go to the police at the 
Washington Heights station and apply for 
a permit for the interment, and he was 
referred by them to the health department, 
which issued it, 

“The queen, attended by the members of 
her court and the less important members 
of the camp, went to the tent of death at 
3 o'clock in the afternoon and began a 
deep and mournful chant. After the cere- 
monies, which lasted an hour, the body was 
taken to Woodlawn cemetery and interred. 
The gypsies accompanied the hearse to the 
cemetery in their peculiar wagons.”’ 


The estimated cost of the Nicaragua canal 
has been increased by the government 
commission, whose report has just appear- 
ed.

As this commission was 
selected in no friendly spirit and its in- 
structions were evidently intended to render 
it certain that its estimates included every 
possible item of cost, the figures which it 
hus “now published may be accepted as 
final.

ENGLAND'S POLICY IN AFRICA. 


Philadelphia North American: With the 
great mass of people in England opposed 
to the attitude which he has assumed to- 
ward Cecil Rhodes, the Right Honorable 
Joseph Chamberlain is going to find it 
mighty difficult to emerge from this 
South African muddle with honor and 
credit to himself.

In view of the very warm contest that is 
now going on in the second congressional 
district—a district which has as its repre- 
scntative a man whose vote has been cast 
with that of Congressinan Turner and Con- 
gressman Lawson in favor of the imainte- 
nance of the single gold standard—it may 
be of interest to see what this gentleman’s 
views on the coinage of silver were when 
he was entrusted with a congressional com- 
mission by his people. 

Secretary Smith’s letter to Colonel Peek 
in which he presented free coinage as a 
platform on which all democrats could 
agree; Judge Lawsecn’s eloquent advocacy 
of silver as the most stable measure of 
value the world over, and his “in God's 
name” prayer that the silver of ihe woild 
be “dumped in” upon this country—these 
are fresh in the minds of the people of 
Gecrgia. Here are the views of Congress- 
man Russell, as he expressed them in 
words of becoming eloquence on the floor 
of congress in his speech of August 24, 1S£3: 

“‘When the crop is ready to be marketed 
they (the people of the south) are confront- 
ed with the price of 5 cents a pound for 
cotton. The man who used to walk around 
town with his samples, whistling a merry 
tune because he knew that with the fro- 
ceeds of his surplus crop he could pay his 
debts to the merchants and carry home 
something in his pockets, is toduy depress- 
ed, sneaking around, so ta speak, to the 
counting houses in the cities, begging to be 
‘carried’ over -until sufficient currency may 
be put forth to enable him to get a reasona- 
ble price for the cotton which he has pro- 
duced by his toil and his sweat. 

“Mr. Speaker, it is said that while Rome 
was burning Nero fiddled, and while cot- 
ton is going down, down in price, and the 
industries of the country from one end to 
the other are paralyzed, the American con- 
gress is fiddling, arguing, talking, consun- 
ing time, telling the same story over and 
Over again, while amonge=the people all is 
tfepidation and distress . 

“I have observed, Mr. Speaker, that every 
effort made upon this floor to have the free 
coinage of silver has always been objected 
to by some gentleman who is in favor of the 
unconditional repeal of the Shermaa act, 
and, sir, while I have the greatest respect 
for New England—the home of Webster, cf 
the Adamses, of Edward Everett, and of 
John Hancock, who wrote his signature so 
large that tyrants might run and read it—I 
am sorry to say that at every stage in this 
discussion the way toward relief las been 
geen by the members from New Eng- 
and. 

“Mr. Speaker, I have said that the effort 
made here by the friends of free silver, 
of honest money, of an expansive cur- 
rency, has been blocked by the gentlemen 
to whom I have referred. Because a cur- 
rency is expansive is no reason why it 
should not be honest, and there is not a 
man in this house who doubts that if we 
should pass a free coinage bill every dol- 
lar made under that legislation would be 
as honest as the gold dollar., 

“Further, Mr. Speaker, I have noticed 
that this is not a partisan fight, and I will 
tell you how it has struck me, a new man 
upon this floor. I come here a democrat. 
I come here imbued with the traditions of 
my party and I thank God that the party, 
in the main, stands by the principles upon 
which it was founded, and which have en- 
grafted it forever on the institutions of 
this country. But I find, sir, that every 
Step we take toward giving the people 
honest money has been blocked by the 
representatives of New England, and the 
representatives of the men who hold the 
money bags of this nation. I am, there- 
fore, compelled to come to the conclusion 
that this is not a fight between the re- 
publican and democratic parties, but that 
it is simply, in the last analysis, a fight 
between the men who hold the money bags 
and the balance of the people of this 
country. 

‘““‘Now, what are we to do? I tell you, 
gentlemen who hold the purse strings of 
this nation—just as honest, just as patri- 
otic, perhaps, as any other portion of our 
people—that there is a great expanse of 
territory within fhe United States, peopled 
by millions who delve in the ground 
and in the workshop, and who 
come to you where, saying: ‘Let us 
have an opportunity to develop our coun- 
try, to pay our debts; give us an oppor- 
tunity to get living wages; let us have an 
equal chance in the race for happiness. 
with you.’ And I tell you further that 
unless the cry of those people is heard, 
unless you respond to that ery, you 
gentlemen who have the stocks and the 
securities and the stock markets and all 
those things at your finger’s ends—I tell 
you that you are sowing a crop of 
dragon’s teeth, and. sooner or later you 
will reap the harvest.’’ (Applause.)

The invading body is the well known 
company of Neely Zouaves, of Memphis, 
Tenn., which has gone to Savannah to take 
part in the May week celebrations and the 
big drill. The Neely Zouaves are not reg- 
viarly enlisted in the Tennessee State 
troops, and are not allowed to bear arms 
on Tennessee soil. Some weeks ago when 
it. was announced that the company was 
coming to Georgia, Governor Atkinson de- 
cided that they could not enter the state 


gone to New York and the Zouayves came 
along, doubtless under a misapprehension 
of the law. 

On yesterday Adjutant General Kell 
learned that the Zouaves had entered the 
State, and were at Savannah taking part 
in the military exercises. Adjutant General 
Kell fmmediately telegraphed to the ad- 
jutant general of Tennessee, asking if the 
Zouaves belonged to the Tennessee state 
troops. He received a reply promptly fhat 
they did not, and that they could not bear 
arms on Tennessee soil. 

Telegraphic orders were promptly sent 
to Colonel Garrard, at Savannah, instruct- 
ing him not to permit the Neely Zouaves 
to take part in any military demonstrations, 
or in the drills. and that they be forbidden 
to parade under arms. 

Under strict military regulations the 
Zouaves have invaded Georgia, and could 
be put under military arrest. No such ac- 
tion was taken, however, as the Zouvaves 
have doubtless acted under a ‘“misunder- 
standing of the rules of the state. Georgia 
has been invaded, however, and the in- 
vasion has been promptly thwarted by the 
military authorities.

Savannah, Ga., May 12.—(Special.)}—The 
Neely Zouaves, of Memphis, Tenn., who 
were to have entered a prize drill for 
$1,000 first and $600 second, were ordered

This was a peremptory order and there 
was nothing to do but obey it. The Zou- 
aves returned to camp and laid aside their 
arms and began correspondence with the 
military authorities of Tennessee, seeking 
to have the order rescinded. In the mean- 
time, the judges who witnessed the drill 
of the Auroras agreed to hold up their de- 
cision until the matter is definitely set- 
tled. The Neely Zouaves have obeyed in- 
structions in laying aside their arms and 
will endeavor to secure permission to con- 
test later in the week. Captain F. K. Deff- 
rey, of the Neelys, says the trouble is one of 
long standing between them and the adju- 
tant general of Tennessee. He says they 
were taken out of the enlistment and an. 
effort was. made by the adjutant general. 
to disband®%them, which, however, was not 
successful. There is a report, however, that 
the Neely Zouaves received orders when 
they reached Chattanooga not to enter 
Georgia under arms, which they disobeyed. 
The last telegram received was as follows: 
“Colonel William Garrard, Savannah, 
Ga.—Aljutant general of Tennessee report- 
ed Neely Zouaves not allowed to bear arms 
in Tennessee and not recognized by state 
military. On this information the governor 
refused permission for them to enter Geor- 
gia. They are here in violation of his orders. 
“OSCAR J. BROWN, | 
‘“‘Inspector General.’ 
Colonel Garrard wired at once that the 
orders of the governor are obeyed and Ne?ly 
Zouaves not permitted to drill. The prizes 
will be held up till Friday and if the matter 
is not arranged the first prize will be 
awarded to the Aurora Zouaves.

forgery. The criminal warrant upon which 
he was arrested was taken out in LaGrange 
by Mr. E. b.

Prior to being placed in the jail Mid-

to jail in default of bond. 

The transaction for which Middlebrooks 
was arrested occurred while he was as- 
sistant cashier of the Fidelity Banking 
Company, and Mr. Reed, the prosecutor 
in the case, Was at that time a customer 
f the bank and owed the bank the sum of 
, which was covered by notes in that 
ount. 

Just before the notes were to come due 
Mr. Reed was informed by Middlebrooks 
that the bank desired a renewal of the 
paper and in reply to the letter from Mid- 
diebrooks, Mr. Reed mailed a note signed 
in blank to Aliddlebrooks, with the request 
that he fill out the new notes in the cor- 
rect amount and return the old notes. 

Believing that this would be done, Mr. 
Reed paid no more attention to the matter 
until he received a notice from a banking 
house in the city that his notes for $4,200 
were due, or would be in a few days.

The Story of the Notes. 

Middlebrooks had filled out the new notes, 
but instead of placing them with the bank, 
he had attached a note of $4,000 signed by 
himself, and placing the notes of Mr. Reed 
with it as security, negotiated the note 
with Mr. Coker, of the Bank of the State of 
Georgia.

The note from Mr. Coker was 
the first that Mr. Reed knew of anything 
irregular having occurred. 

Arrested in LaGrange Yesterday. 

Middlebrooks was arrested in LaGrange 
yesterday morning at the hotel at which he 
was stopping. 

“T was at the hotel,”’ said Middlebrooks 
last night, ‘‘and had just written a note to 
Mr. Reed, telling him I was doing all I 
could to make good the amount when he 
called at my room. 

“With Mr. Reed was another man, whom 
I found later on to be an officer. Mr. Reed 
told me that I had better settle with him 
for the amount of the notes as soon as l 
could, and I told him that I was then on 
my way to Atlanta and suggested that he 
accompany me here, as I thought we could 
arrange the matter. 

“Mr Reed told me he had waited long 
enough and at that remark the . officer 
stepped up and stated he had a warrant for 
my arrest. I was then brought on to At- 
lanta, and here I am in jail. 1 am trying to 
arrange bond, and think I will succeed in 
the morning. ”’ 


Trust and Banking Company were merged 
into one bank, Middlebrooks was made as- 
sistant cashier and receiving teller of the 
Atlanta Trust and Banking Company, 
which position was held until he lost his 
position several weeks ago. 

In the meantime Middlebrooks was ten- 
dered the position of cashier of the Rome 
bank, but after several days of undecision, 
he refused and returned to Atlanta. 

Middlebrooks made many friends’ while 
he was at his zenith, and the news of his 
shortage came with electrical effect.

Carr, of Grand Rapids, Mich., secretary 
and treasurer. 

In behalf of the city of Atlanta Mayor 
Porter King made an eloquent address of 
welcome, which was’ thoroughly 
ciated by the delegates, and President Eld- 
ridge expressed the heart-felt appreciation 
of his colleagues in a very happy speech: 

J. Cc. A. Branan, of the police board, 
@poke a welcome for the police authorities 
of Atlanta, and Jack Slaton, as a repre- 
sentative of the citizens, the young men 
especially, gave the chiefs of police an

Jack Slaton Makes a Hit. 

Mr. Branan then introduced Mr. John 
M. Slaten as a representative of the 
vounger men of Atlanta. He said Atlanta’s 
boys were very windy and that “Jack’’ 
Slaton eould hold his own with any of 
them when it came to speli-binding ora- 
tory. 

Mr. Slaton made a very graceful speech 
and in disproving Mr. Branan’s reference 
to the talkative spirit of Atianta’s young 
men he made a shorter speech than any 
of the other talkers. But Mr. Slaton’s 
talk, though short, was strong and caught 
the delegates so thoroughly that they 
would have been giad to hear him talk 


much longer. 
He said that Atlanta was 
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by a young mayor, a young 
chief of @olice and comparatively a young 
council, and that the young men would 
take as much interest in giving the visitors 
a goodStime as the old ones. 

“The voung and the old alike,’ said Mr. 
Slaton, ‘“‘welcome you to Atlanta with open 
arms. We have a convention city and are 
always glad to leave’ our latchstrings on 
the outside to visitors. Come back to 
and hold other conventions of your ass0o- 
ciation here among us and we will always 
give you as warm a welcome as you can 
lind upon the face of the earth.” 

Mr. Branan said that he had expected 
to have Judge Andy Calhoun address the 
visitors in behalf of the policemen of the 
city, but that he wag*unavoidably detained 
out of the city. 

“T hope you will stay with us as long as 
you can,’’ said Mr., Brarian, “and when 
vou go to your homes may you take with 
you pleasant memories of this Gate City of 
the South.

The President’s Annual Address. 

President Eldridge then delivered 
annual address, which was as follows: 

“Brother Ofticers and Frtends—We 
semble here toduy to hold our third annu- 
al meeting of the National Association of 
Chiefs of Police of the United States and 
Canada. 

‘In 1833 very largely, and [T think [T am 
justified in saving wholly through the exer- 
tion of Brother William S Seavey, then 
Chief of police of Omaha, Neb, this organi- 
zation was born. It was a healthy child at 
birth, which took place in Chicago, May is, 
1893. Our highly esteemed bruther, Mayor 
NeClaughry, was ther superintendent of 
police in Chicago and with his kind assis- 
tance, as well as the mavor and other offi- 
cials of that citv, wa launched our associa- 
tion with zlowing colors. 

“Mr. Seavey was elected president and 
Harvey A. Carr, of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
secretary, and is still its secretary, filling 
the position With yvreat tredit to himself, 
as Well as beige of great beneilt to the as- 
sociation in MANY Ways. 

“We celebrated its second 
the city of St. Louis, where, 
watchful guidance and care of our esteem- 
ed brother, Laurence Harrigan,- chicf of 
police, we had a convention long to be re- 
membered, and Mr. Seavey Was again 
elected president. 

“Our last convention was heid in the 
beautiful city of Washington, under the 
kind care of our popular and worthy broth- 
er, Major Moore, chief of police. 

“Beginning with Chicago, St. louis and 
Washington, where vur meetings have been 
held, I feel it my duty to say that our meet- 
ings have been of a most interesting ma- 
ture, and the eourtesy extended us f10m 
cflicials and citizens has been of the warm- 
est kind, and we, as a body, are under great 
obligations 10 them, and I know | am ?usti- 
fied in suying that When this convention 
shall have ended we shall need a strong or 
stronger language to express our gratitude 
to the officials and citizens of this fine city 
of Atlanta. 


Purposes of the Organization. 

“It may properly be asked of us what is 
this organization for? what hepreticial re- 
sults can be derived from it? To those peo- 
ple who Go not believe in advancement, do 
not believe in the modern-way of doing po- 
lice work and who are continually kicking 
or throwing obstacles in our way in more 
Ways than one, and Who seein tu think 
that police officers can almost subsist on 
air, I will not waste any time. They think 
they Know it all and more too. To o‘hers 
who may ask the questions sé they may 
really learn something 1 am pleased to an- 
swer: | 

“First. Our docrs are thrown wide cpen 
to. the heads of police departments 
in the various municipalities in the United 
States and the dominion of Canada. 

‘“‘We meet as brothers to talk over, to dis- 
cuss, to compare notes, exchanyve views as 
to the best and most efficient way of man- 
aging police departments, and in perform- 
ing our duties. 

“There is no man in my jindgment, no 
matter how large a force he ‘nay e'ntrol, 
how long his experience may have been, or 
what part of the country he comes from, 
that cannot gain additional kxnow'edze. 

“Tt have frequently been aided bv advice 
given me from some chief of police from a 
small town and representing a very small 
force. They have more time than many of 
us in our large cities to look irto a mutter 
before moving, while some of us are of ne- 
cessity obliged to do our business on the 
jump and take our chances 2nd in doing so 
we are sometimes asked to take uni have to 
take a little judicial medicine. 

“The time arrived a long while azo when 
most all kinds of professions, trades and 
societies formed organizatio1s for their 
special benefit and protection. Is it not 
the proper thing to do to have the heads of 
police departments meet in this manner for 
their protection, not alone, but for the hen- 
efit of the city or town they represent? 

“It is very essential that the inen .who 
are charged with the security safety 
of the different sections and whom the 
public look, and rightly, for protection in 
all their lawful rights, regard'ess of race, 
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vantage to intelligently perform iheir duty. 
“How can we better do it than by consult- 
ing with men of more, or even less, ex- 
perience than ourselves? 

An Apt Comparison. 

“If a physician, no matter how expert he 
may be, or how high his standing, were 
called to attend a patient and the patient 
became dangerously ill, what would he do? 
Would he refuse to consult with other phy- 
sicians, claiming he could not be “taught 
any more? Would not such ua course be 
ruinous to his practice? Would he not soon 
be compelled to give up business for lack 
ef confidehce in him? 

“I wi'l tell you what he would, and what 
he ought, to do—eall in the best medical 
skill obtainable, and that would be the only 
satisfactory course to pursue. We chiefs of 
police have many danverous cases 
in our hands all the time and 
more on ily Way ior treatment 
What must we do or what ought we to do? 
We ought to consult with other officers 
who have treated the same kind of dis- 
eases; men of experience, intelligence, hon- 
esty and men who will make no mistake 
in the diagnosis. Where can we most 
easily find these men, the expert criminal 
physician. I will tell you right in this 
chiefs’ union we can find many such, and 
this union stands to us policemen in just 
the same light as other kinds of organiza- 
tions stand to the various associations 
they represent. 

“One of the strongest features about this 
union, to my mind, is the fact that it 
gives us an opportunity to see the men 
whom we are continually dealing with, face 
to face, and can grasp each other by the 
hand as brother officers. It is a great sat- 
isfaction to me to be able to see the per- 
sons we are in constant communication 
with, and others with whom we are liable 
to be at any moment. 

“We are all human, and while I have no 
doubt we all would do our duty in answer 
to a telegram or letter from some distant 
chief, but I am free to confess we should 
ordinarily stretch a point to accommodate 
one we favorably know and met more 
than we would for an entire stranger. 

“These reasons given are only a few of 
what might be given why it is desirable 
end advisable for all chiefs of police to 
unite and meet with this organization. 

“We must never Jose sight of the fact 
that the eyes of a scrutinizing public are 
always wide open and turned ‘toward our 
police all over the country, and the more 
intelligent we are the more we see and 


us , 


learn, the better qualified we shall be to 
deal with all police problems, 
Political System a Bad One. 

“I have great sympathy for heads of 
police departments that are run especially 
on political lines, and 1! venture to say 
that no man, however good and capable he 
may be, can honestly, fairly and satis- 
factorily administer the affairs of any city 
or town run on that basis. No political 
change in the government should affect him. 
For that reason alone Il hope the day is not 
far distant when officers that are capable 
and efficient and honest will not be dis- 
turbed by any political change that may

gratification to be able to say that we are 
governed by a board of police, appointed 
by the governor, consisting of three hon- 
Orable, honest, active gentlemen, who labor 
assiduously for the benefit of the city and 
department, and in doting our duty we are 
nobly sustained by theny 

“Police departments afe, as we all know, 
more or criticsed.. Sometimes we de- 
serve it; sometimes not. We have to en- 
counter the professional philanthropist, 
many of whom, to use a common term, 
appear to have wheels in their head, also 
the dyspeptic who is at war with himself 
and everybody else; then, again, the life- 
long crank, who, probably as soon as he 
could talk after birth, commenced to find 
fault with somebody or something and I 
presume that when life’s scenes are about 
closing with him, will look around then 
for some opportunity to find fault. 

Proud To B2 a Policeman, 

“The above are dissatisfied with 
selves and everybody, and think if they 
only had the-chance to manage and ar- 
range all the affairs of this world it would 
be regulated just about right. We then 
might not need.policemen. It behooves us 
all to so conduct our Official affairs as to 
give as little cause as possible to all rea- 
sonable minds for just criticisms. I en- 
tertain great respect for police officers as 
a whole, and am proud to say that in at- 
tending our conventions and in looking 
around and noticing the body of men I 
am associating ewith, [ am proud to 
be a policeman and mingling with such 
men. We have no occasion to be ashamed 
of our calling. History, old and new, is 
full of brave, heroic and kind deeds per- 
formed by officers all over the country. 

“A few years ago a gentleman called 
upon me at headquartérs and introduced 
himself as the chief of police in a place 
many miles distant. He was on a tour of 
observation, seeking knowledge. In _ the 
course of conversation I inquired of him 
how many men he had in his department. 
His reply was: ‘I am the only one, and am 
the chief.’ 

“I was proud of that chief; he certainly 
Was not ashamed of his calling and posi- 
tion and I took special gains to show him 
our department. I was pleased with his 
honesty and frankness. 

“We are charged with an important mis- 
sion. We are the guardians of homes and 
lives and the public look to us to see that 
they and their homes are free from intru- 
sion, and thet they, in their lawful rights 
and liberties, are not molested. 

‘It is good to meet each other in this 
manner. It broadens our minds, enlarges 
our general ideas and better fits us for the 
battle with crimes, and to deal with all 
questions brought to our notice 

“We return to our homes with new 
ideas and gives us an acquaintance that is 
extremely valuable. 

‘‘My predecessor, in his addresses to this 
union, has given you a brief history of the 
police departments in the cities where we 
have met. But you will pardon me for 
not following this custom and in simply 
alluding to the department of Atlanta. I 
know it must be all right if they pattern 
after their worthy chief. If any of the 
members of this union desire to know 
more than that about the police of this 
city, I confidently refer you to our brother, 
A. B. Connolly. 

Return of Fugitivez Laws. 

**A committee of great importance, to my 
mind, was appointed at our last session to 
consider the subject of uniform laws relat- 
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ing to fugitves from justice. The laws 
in the different states vary so much that 
it complicates matters very Much. What 
holds a+man in one state will not cause 
his detention in another. If some uniform 
laws could be adopted in all the states, it 
would simplify matters largely; make it 
much easier for us and much harder for 


the criminal, 

“There is one point I desire to impress 
on this union, and that is when asking for 
the arrest of a fugitive always be careful 
and send the full facts upon which the 
arrest is asked for. 

“A committee was appointed last year to 
consider and recommend’ some _ suitable 
badge for members of this union and I 
presume later on you will hear their re- 
port. 

“Other committees were appointed, and 
a report later on will be in oder. 

“The convention, at its last session, gave 
your president power to appoint any ad- 
ditional committees at any time when, in 
his judgment, it was deemed necessary. 
To my mind the occasion has not arisen 
calling for such action, and in this ad- 
dress I do not recommend the appointment 


of any special committees, but.much pre- 
fer to leave it open to the members to 
bring out any subject or matter demand- 
ing a committee for consideration and 
investigation. 

Wisdom Is the Principal Thing. 


‘‘Let us bear in mind that the main oOb- 
ject of these meetings is to gain knowl- 
edge and wisdom from each other. 

“Let us do our business here promptly, 
intelligently and good naturedly, al- 
though we may differ sometimes as to <leas. 

“If we need recreation from our ardent 
duties let us take it, but let us adopt the 
plan of business first, pleasure last, or 
when it will not interfere with our busi- 
ness.

Bertillon System Meets Approval. 
The Zertillon system of identifying 
criminals by a perfected system of meas- 
urements and classifications is generally 
approved and the following resolution was 
adopted: 
“Whereas, The police authorities of a 
number of cities and the authorities of 
the states’ prisons in this country have 
adopted the Bertillon system of identifi- 
cation; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That a committee of five be 
appointed to investigate and report on the 
desirability of establishing a national or 
central bureau of information for the pur-

For Unifcrm Fugitive Laws. 

The committee, consisting of Benjamin 
Murphy, of Jersey City, and Phil Deitsch, 
of Cincinnati,. reported a recommendation 
for the establishment of uniform laws in 
all states for regulating the return of 
fugitives from justice from one state to 
another on presentation of restitution pa- 
pers. 

The recommendation was approved and 
copies of it will be sent to the governors 
of all states with the request that steps 
be taken for the establishment of the 
Same law in every state. 

tternoon Session. 

The afternoon was 
taken up with a discussion of the laws and 
customs regulating the return of fugitives 
{rom justice on presentation of a demand 
from police chiefs of other states and the 
presentation of requisition papers. 

Chief Linden, of Philadelphia, called the 
attention of the convention to the fact that 
on occasions he had been treated discour- 
teously by police officials of distant cities 
when he asked that fugitives be returned to 
him. 

lie read a number of telegrams that pass- 
ed between him and Chief Brantley, of 
Tampa, Fla., in reference to the capture cf 
Benjamin Johnson, a very important catch, 
‘Oo far as the police were concerned. Chief 
Linden said tnat Chief Brantley did » ot 
show the proper spirit concerning the pris- 
onuer, and that he quibbled over the reward 
in a way that was not considered good eth- 
ics by the members of the assvciation. 

Chief Linden said that the Tampa chief 
was not at that time a member of the as- 
sociation, and did not understand the cus- 
tcms and regulations of the organizaiion, 
end that he brought the matter before the 
convention in order that Chief Brantley, 
who is now a member, and all other rew 
members, might be thoroughly informed as 
to the customs of the union. 


Discussing Association Ethics. 

Chief Brantley came in after this discus- 
sion Was well under way and he at first 
thovgeht it a personal attack upon himself, 

He asked leave to reply to Chief Linden, 
which was granted, and he stated his con- 
nection with the affair. He said that he 
had often made some of his best and most 
important captures when there was uot a 
cent of reward at stake and that he was rot 
a man to quibble over a reward. He cited 
a case when he made an important capture 
at the request of ‘‘Billie’’ Pinkerton, wien 
Piukerton told him in advance that ihere 
was no reward offered. 

Mr. Pinkerton made a statement bearing 
out all that Brantley had said. 

During the discussion speeches were made 
by Peter Burke, of Mobile; C. €. |.

McDonald, of Birmingham; Meagher, of 
Terre Haute; Arnold, of Dallas; Bill, of 
Hartford?

All spoke eernestly for the principle that 
the members of the order should always do 
all in their power to assist each other in the 
capture of thieves and criminals generelly, 
regardless of the reward involved. 

The speakers were careful to explain that 
they meant no disparagement of Chief 
Brantley, who had not been a member at 
the time of the occurrence, and couid not, 
therefore, be held accountable for any vio- 
lation of the customs of the union, but they 
wished the convention to go on record in 
favor of mutual assistance at all times, re- 
gardless of the reward involved. 

Gossip Among the Big Chiefs. 

Some of the delegates have named Chief 
Gaster, of New Orleans: ‘Billie’ VPinker- 
ton, of Chicago, and Peter Burke, of Mo- 
bile, the ‘“‘three graces.” Why, has* not 
been clearly explained, except that they are 
as inseparable as the figures in the famous 
painting. 

Pinkerton and Gaster Were in New 
leans a few days before the convention rnet, 
end on their way to Atlanta they picked up 
Burke in Mobile. 1t is said that they were 
so chummy that they all occupied one berth 
in the sleeping car. 

Few men in the association have more 
friends than Peter Burke, who has madea 
record in Mobile that any man has a right 
to be proud of. For four years he held the 
office of sheriff of Mobile county, and he 
established himseif in a way that made his 
future success a certainty. Two years ago 
he was made chief of the Mobile police, and 
the chances are that his tenure of the office 
will be just as long as he wants to hold it, 
for no man has ever given the people of 
that city better satisfaction than he. He is

It is solid gold, studded with 
jewels, and is the gift of the police force of 
Hoboken in celebration of the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of Donovan's entrance into po- 
lice work in the great Dutch city of Amer- 
ica. + 

Chief Donovan has been a member of the 
inational association ever since it Was 
fuunded, and will probably be one of its 
biggest guns until tLe day of his death. 

Willian. Bennett, of Braddock, Pa.. has 
had his share of work depriving the clever 
rogues, who deserve to be behind the bars, 
of their liberty. He has achieved a splen- 
did reputation, and is well known all over 
the Keystone State.

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Atlanta Bicycle and Machine Works Was 


Organized Yesterday. 


A $25,000 PLANT PURCHASED 


The Property of the Atlanta Furniture 
Company Will Be Converted 
Into a Bicycle Factory. 


The Atlanta Bicycle and Machine works 
Was foimally organized yesterday at a 
meeting of the stockholders in the office of 
Colonel A, J. West. : 

The officers of the new company are 
Frank W. Lewis, of Indiana, president; A. 
J. West, vice president; Arthur Green, of 
Indiana, secretary and general manager, 
and J. I. DeSette, of Indiana, treasurer 
The officers, with the addition ef Mr. L. F. 
Nysewander, the attorney of the new com- 
pany, constitute a board of directors. 

As soon as the organiza‘ion of the compa- 
ny was perfected the property of the At- 
lanta Furniture Company, on Marictta 
street, just beyond North avenue, Was puf- 
chased by the new company, and che en- 
tire plant will be remodeled and placed in 
g00d condition. As soon as this work cen 
be accomplished the wheels will be made 
as fast as the machinery can turn,them 
out. 

The plant of the Atlanta Bicycle and Ma- 
chine works will be one of the rmiost com- 
plete in the country, and is ‘ne only bicycle 
factory south of the Ohio river. The wheel 
to be made is to be a high grade machine of 
the latest pattern, and has been on «he mar- 
ket for quite a number of years, though 
sold under another name chan tle one 
which will be used in the new ltield. The 
wheel will be known as the ‘‘Atlan:a,” and 
will be manufactured in all the various 
colors and styles. 

The price paid for the plant of the At- 
lanta Furniture Company was $25,000, and a 
similar amount of money will be expended 
in perfecting the buildings ow cn the 
property for the manufacture of ‘he wheels. 
The manchinery is already on the way, and 
‘as soon as it arrives it will be placed in the 
plant and the wheels will begin to turn. 

“This bicycle plant is the only one of 1vs 
kind south of the Ohio river,’’ said General 
Manager Green yesterday, ‘‘and though it 
is as yet purely an experiment, we confi- 
dently believe the business will be u success 
from its very inception. We hve Lrought 
to Atlanta our capital and eyperience, and 
will manufacture about twenty-tive l.cycles 
per day for the present. 

‘As the demand increases, we wiil udd to 
our capital and extend the piant, until we 
can make as many as one hundred wheels 
a day. I have sold out my jinter~sts and 
have moved to Atlanta, and will be nere in 
the interest of the now company perma- 
nently. We go to work at once and will 
have our wheels on the market im a very 
short time.’’ 

The charter to the new company was 
granted in the superior court vestierday, 
and the purchase was compl:ted lIiter in 
the day. The ildings formerly owned Ly 
the Atlanta Furniture Company will be 
changed and adapted to the manutacture of 
the business for which they are in future to 
be used, 

In connection with the factory vill be a 
large riding hall, containing 15,800 feet of 
floor space, and the hall will be open at all 
hours for the pleasure of the riders cf the 
new wh.eel. 

General Manager Green is a bhizycle mak- 
er of many years’ experience, and will per- 
sonally superintend the manufacture cf the 
new wheels. 

“IT will have an expert in Atlanta within 
the next few days, and he will go to work 
with the machinery as soon as it «rrives. 
A large number of men are now on the way 
to Atlanta, but 1 desire to say that as soon 
as local machinists can be taught the art 
of bicycle making, Atlanta-men will be giv- 
en the preferencé at all times.”’ 
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RECENT BROAD TYPEWRITER 
PATENT. 


It Is One Which Many of the Later 
Typewriting Machines Infringe. 
The Remington typewriter people are the 
owners of a patent, Which issued on the 
lith instant, of which C. L. Sholes, deceas- 
ed, of Milwaukee, was the inventor, and 
applied for it December 31, 1881. This pat- 
ent covers, broadly, the idea of automatic- 
ally moving the inking ribbon in two direc- 
tions, relatively to the printing point, 
known as the “compound, or duplex feed,”’ 
a great feature with all of the recent rib- 
bon machines. It also covers broadly the 
‘tip up platen,’’ whereby the printing is 
exposed,* which is used in many of the new 
machines. This patent will be a great sur- 
prise to many typewriter manufacturers, 
dealers and users, and it is understood to 
be the policy of the owners of the pstent 
vigorously to maintain the same, and to 
commence suits against all infringers. The 
patent was the subject of much litigation in 
the patent office, but Mr. Sholes was held 
to be a pioneer in the features mentioned.

CHURCH BUILDERS’ WOES.

ARRESTED FOR MISAPPROPRIA- 
TING THE BUILDING FUND. 


Used $1.35 Otherwise Than the Con- 
gregation Intended.

Some time ago there Was a dispute in 
one of the suburban colored Baptist 
churches, and about 100 of-the members 
withdrew. Those who withdrew set about 
to build them a church of their own where- 
in they might worship without being dis- 
turbed by those ho would not agree with 
them. 

They organized and elected the Rev. Ed- 
ward Fisher as their pastor. For some few 
weeks everything went along as smoothly 
as the most fastidious could desire, but 
one day a collection of $1.35 was taken up 
and put in the treasury as a building fund. 
With the acquiring of this small wealth 
the troubles of the dissatisfied faction of 
the church began. 

The treasurer was authorized to give the 
money to the pastor, and he, acting in the 
interest of his congregation, was to buy 
lumber from the exposition company for 
the purpose of erecting a house of worship. 
The gatekeeper at the grounds wanted the 
good pastor to pay an admission fee of 5U 
cents to the grounds, and this he positively 
refused to do. He returned to his flock 
forthwith and reported to them the trou- 
ble, 

The pastor seeing that it would not be 
to the advantage of the chourch to invest 
money in lumber, proceeded tO pay rent 
with it for a house used by the congrega- 
tion. This greatly displeased the treasurer 
and he became anxious to put Fisher out 
of the position of pastor.” He wished to 
put in the place of Fisher a friend of his. 

A meeting of the church was held, .and 
the matter fully uiscussed, During the meet- 
ing a large sized row ensued. It ended in 
the treasurer getting mad and leaving the 
place, taking with him two or three 
benches, 

He then went before Justice Cook and 
swore out a warrant charging the good 
pastor with larceny after trust. The affair 
was settled in court to the satisfaction of 
all parties concerned. But’ the treasurer 
again became displeased, and swore out 
another warrant before Justice Orr, charg- 
ing the pastor again with Jlarceny after 
trust. After hearing all of the evidence 
in the case, Judge Orr dismissed Fisher. 

One part of the church was very anxious 
to convict the pastor, and the other one is 
very indignant at the idea of their pastor 
being compelled to go into court. Trouble 
is brewing, and it will not be many days 
before the church is divided into three sep- 
arate and distinct factions, 


PITTS WAS LET GO. 


Case Against Him Was {Dismissed 
Yesterday. 

Mr. M. J. Pitts, of Cobb county, was 
tried before Justice Landrum yesterday on 
a warrant sworn out by J. B. Redwine, 
chargirg him with cheating and swindling. 

It seems that Redwine let a friend of 
Pitts by the name of Latham have money 
on Pitts indorsing his note and repre- 
senting to him that he owned forty-eight 
acres of land. When a judgment was se- 
cured against him in the Cobb county 
courts and the sheriff went to levy on the 
land, it was found that Pitts owned no 
land. 

A warrant was then sworn out against 
him in Judge Landrum’s court charging 
him with cheating and swindling, The case 
Was dismissed when brought to trial be- 
cause the prosecutors failed to show that 
Pjtts did not own land when he made the 
representations to Redwine.
